PEOPLE’S TRUSTS. 


Many people invested in shares of the 
various co-operative investment trusts, which 
were formed for the express purpose of giv- 
ing small capitalists an advantage similar 
to that reaped by investors in the stocks of 
the big investment trusts. Unfortunately, 
these co-operative trusts framed their pro- 
gramme on too, ambitious a scale. For some 
years they paid dividends of 7 p.c., and 
readily took back any shares that investors 
wished to realise, but for certain reasons it 
was found impossible to continue these 7 
p-c. dividends, and the privilege of dispos- 
ing of shares was withdrawn. From the fore- 
going remarks it will be gathered that, if 
the small capitalist loses money from parti- 
cipation in risky ventures, it is not because 
absolutely safe investments are unavailable 
to him. 


FOR CAPITAL APPRECIATION. 

It has been pointed out on a previous 
occasion that certain British Corporation 
Stocks are more likely to appreciate in capital 
value with the progress of time than many 
other gilt-edged stocks. The reference is to 
those securities which bear a low rate of in- 
terest, and, In consequence, are quoted sub- 
stanlially below par, but are certain to rise 
towards 100 as the redemption date ap- 
proaches. ‘he immediate return to a pur- 
chaser is moderate, and, perhaps, insufficient 
for the purpose of many, Dat when allowance 
is made for redemption the yield is 
good. Such securilies are essentially lock-up 
iavestments. This means that if the holder 
were compelled to sell long before the re- 
demption date he would lose, because his 
ruoney could have been employed elsewhere 
to give a higher immediate yield. Jn case 
such stocks appeal to readers, the following 
list of 3 per cent. Corporation issues is drawn 
up, with the proviso that as a rule it is not 
easy to buy because there is only a small 
floating supply. If, however, stock is obtain- 
able at the level indicated the purchaser will 
obtain an investment that is certain to show 
a profit in due course..

BUYERS TO TAKE ACTION TO 
INCREASE OFFERINGS,

WELIANGTON (N.Z.), Sunday. 

Wool buyers representing overseas firms in 
New Zealand have issued a statement to the 
effect that. they propose to take certain 
action, which 3s not definitely stated, in the 
event of the offerings at remaining wool sales 
not being sufficiently large. The position has 
heen aggravated by the announcement that 
the next Wellington catalogue has been cut 
down to fourteen thousand bales. It is stated 
that buyers contemplate ignoring the sales 
unless at least twenty thousand bales are 
offered. Tho Wool Buyers’ Association states 
that it has received certain instructions from 
various overseas wool federations, and buyers 
have to carry out these instructions to the 
best of their ability. The Association hopes 
ihat the selling end will do all that is possible 
to prevent dislocation of the original selling 
arrangements, 


Later, 

is understood here that there is now 
little chance of getting twenty thousand 
for the wool sale to be held here on 
Wednesday next or for next week's sale at 
Napier If the buyers adhere to their 
reported decision to ignore the sales unless 

least twenty thousand bales are offered, 
these sales will probably lapse.

BRITISH SOUTH AFRICA CO. 
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BIG ADVANCE IN PROFITS. 

The report of the British South Africa 
Company for tho year to September 230, issued 
on Saturday, shows a big expansion in 
revenue, the total income being £990,954, as 
against £640,584 for 1927-28. Dividends, in- 
terest and underwriting commission showed 
a emall uicrease at £424,)035, but the profit 
on realisation of investments rose from 
£86,858 to £456,485. Mining royalties, etc., 
yielded £107,882 net, against £935,260, and 
sundry profits amounted to £2,485, against 
£8,397. There was a loss on the estates and 
crops of £19,831, as against a profit of 

450, and, after meeting this and all 
charges, the net profit worked out at 
,897, compared with £569,920. 

As already announced, the distribution on 
the capital of £6,570,376 is raised from 10 per 
cent. to 15) per cent,, absorbing £711,560, 
against £550,269, and £686,724 is carried 
forward, compared with £544,186 brought in. 

The investments stand in the balance sheet 
at £6 264,213, as compared with £6,552,272 
at September, 1928. 

The published or brokers’ quotations of 
investments included at £5,952,614 out of the 
above total largely exceeded the figure at 
which they stood in the books at September, 
1929. The remainder consisted of unquoted 
investments. 


COPPER ESTIMATES. 

Commenting upon the copper mining 
industry of Northern Rhodesia, the. consulting 
engineer states that the outstanding fact is 
the proved ore amounting to 230 million tons, 
containing an average of 3.9 per cent. of 
copper. This includes 60 million tons of 
oxidised ore, proved in the neighbourhood of 
the N’Changa Mine, for which a 
form of treatment has yet to be worked out, 
but the remainder is a perfectly straightfor- 
ward sulphide gre Averaging 4 per cent, 
copper, about which there is no uncertainty, 
either in respect of quantity, value or treat- 
ment. Furthermore, the geological indica- 
tions leave no doubt of the existence of a 
further 100 million tons that will shortly be 
proved by drilling, and beyond this large 
additional quantities remain to be located. 

Some doubts, he adds, have been expressed 
in the Press and elsewhere regarding the 
validity of the valuation and proof of such 
large quantities of ore on the evidence of 
drill holes, when many other types of ore 
deposit, of which the Rand may be cited as 
an example, could not be valued by any 
practicable number of drill holes. The 
justification is to be found m the uniformity 
over large of geological condition, 
width and copper content. Reference to the 
drill-hole data published in the annual reports 
of the companies concerned will show how 
remarkably uniform the ore bodies are as a 
whole. 
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PROFITS AND COSTS. 

In round figures, the sulphide ores referred 
to will show a profit of at least one-hall of 
the operating cost, and taking copper at £65 
per ton, the recovery from 4 per cent, sul- 
phide ore should have a value of approxi- 
mately £2 per short ton of ore. It is be- 
cause of the absence of any doubts as to the 
result, and of the very high ratio of profits 
to operating cost, that the working capital, 
which already amounts to about £10,000,000, 
has been so readily forthcoming. 

In respect of the copper market, the world 
consumption is now, in rourid figures, about 
two million tona per annum, and 1t appears te 
he growing at the rate of about some 90,000 
tons per annuum, akhough latterly the rate 
of growth has exceeded this figure. Taking. 


i for the present purpose, a rate of growth of 


90,000 tons, an additnonal 270,000 tons will 
be required by the time production gets into 
its stride in Northern Rhodesia, and about 
half a million tons five years or so from now.

Political un- 
certainty at home and abroad helps to explain 
why the demand is still chiefly for '“' safety- 
first”? investments. Last week's reference 
to the recent liquidation has led to an un- 
fortunate misunderstanding. It was assumed 
to be a matter of common knowledge that 
country brokers had contributed handsomely 
and readily to the guaratitee fund for the 
Hatry settlement in London—the actual figure 
was in the neighbourhood of £30,000—but 
London brokers took the view that if it had 
been possible to form a similar fund in certain 
provincial centres, some of the forced selling 
might have been prevented. It is always

A Batavia (Java) telegram of Saturday 
says:—- The Director.of Government Public 
Works, speaking in the Peogle’s Council .to- 
day, said that the tin shortage of the past 
few years had stimulated an increase in pro- 
duction. “The balance of stocks for 1929 was 
18,000 tons, so that the curtailment of produc- 
tion was imperative. The Government did 
not wish to tae the lead, because the pro- 
duction of the Dutch East Indies during the 
last few years was stationary and had even 
decreased, so that it was-not the Dutch East 
Indies Government which was responsible for 
over-production, but the foreign producers 
who had considerably increased production. 
The imitiative, therefore, should come from 
them.

The final divi- 
dend of 6 per cent., making 10 per cent., tax 
free. for the year, compares with 15 per cent., 
tax free, paid for the previous year, Profits 
have fallen by £1,428,169. and it has been 
found necessary to take $1,651,856 for the 
purpose c writing down the company’s con- 
tinehtal investments, The net result is that, 
in order to pay even the reduced dividend, it 
has been necessary to reduce the carry for- 
ward by £708,029 to £686,687. 

The directors attribute the reduced trading 
profit to “the unsatisfactory state of busi- 
ness in this country.” It 1s evident, how- 
ever, that the adventures in continental trade

Courtaulds, Ltd., is a great industrial com- 
pany from which investors have reaped very 
substantial rewards in the past (writes Te 
Observer). It is an unfortunate fact, how 
ever, that, owing to the lack of a stable 
dividend policy, the shares are subject to the 
wildest variation in market value. 

The past year has boen a particularly un- 
fortunate one tor the shareholders, They 
began, the year with their shares standing at 
a valuation of £5, and have since seen them 
depreciate to £2 10s. Fifty per cent. has 
been wiped off the capital value, representing 
for the 24,000,000 shares in issue a paper loss 
ef no less than £60,000,000. Had Courtauids 
been a mining or oil company in the course 
of development, or one of the many queer 
companies floated “im the 1928 boom, the 
depreciation would have been subject of com. 
ment, but for investors in a solid, respectable 
industrial concern such an. experience 15 
simply disaster. 

The beard of directors would, no doubt, 
say that market movements in the shares Is 
no business ‘of theirs. At the same time 1: 
is difficult to exonerate them from all reSpor- 
sibility, So impoctant a company should, for 
instance, have a definite dividend policy aim. 
ing at stabilisation, even though it may mean 
a lower rate in exceptionally prosperous years. 
It,is not as theta’ the company has been 
particularly lavish in the distribution of divi- 
dends. Its policy has always been to build 
up large reserves, and its fnencial strength 
has been greatly- enhanced thereby, During 
the past nine years it has earned just over 
£34,000,000 in net profits, and of this only 
£24 260,000 has been distributed to its share- 
holders. 

From time to time distributions have been 
made to tho shareholders in the form ol 
capital bonuses, but these have been prin- 
cipally due to thé writing up of the value of 
the investment in American Viscose Corpora- 
tion, The last balance-sheet. showed a general 
reserve of £6,000,000. 

It is now evident that tho dividend paid 
for 1928, equal to 30 per cent. free of tax, as 
compared with 25 per cent. in the previous 
year, when the 100 per cent. bonus distribu- 
tien is considered, was too high. Mr. Cour- 
tauld made it clear at the annual meeting 
that there were difficult times ahead, and a 
clearer recognition of this in the distribution 
would in the long run have been of benefit to 
the company. 

Stabilised dividends, even though on a lower 
basis than, that paid for 1928, would be wel- 
come if, by the adoption of such a policy, the 
shares of the company became less of a gambl- 
ing counter on the Stock Exchange.

Few people in Britain can approach 
the subject ‘of’ “safeguarding”? with 
calm minds. The. bogey. of “ Tariff 
Reform ”' scarcely less alarming 
to its opponents to-day than it was 
when the late Mr. Joseph Chamberlain 
first propounded the policy in.1905. When 
Mr. Baldwin, in 1923, asked the country 
for a mandate to introduce protective 
tarifis a terrified nation hurled. him from 
ofiice, and the spirit of Cobden was potent 
and ubiquitous... Recognising the temper 
of the electorate, Mr. Baldwin gave 
a pledge that never again would he

must hope that the British people will 
learn to examine the merits of tariffs 
against the foreigner, while the Dominions 
learn that, in the long run, tariffs against 
one another and against Britain are mis- 
guided. No revenue, for instance, can 
compensate the Free State for the incon- 
venience that she places upon her visitors 
and her own citizens by her preposterous 
tariff wall against Britain and Northern 
Ireland. Probably nothing is more con- 
ducive to a continuance of separation in 
this island than the Customs on the 
border. Recently we showed how the 
Indian Government's duty on Lancashire 
imports reacted unfavourably upon the 
Irish farmer, and such examples can be 
found in all parts of the Empire. No 
doubt, if imperial economic unity is to 
become a fact, some modifications must 
be made in the relations between: the 
Dominions and the Crown; but any form 
of. Imperial _ Diet that may be evolved 
must be able to. speak for all the 
Dominions as well as for Britain. If Mr. 
Baldwin can lay the foundations of such 
a fabric, he will go down to posterity as 
a great statesman. 
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The Linen Industry. 


The restoration of Ulster’s vanishing 
eminence in the linen industry has been 
the subject of a statement by Captain 
Denis Ireland. There can be no doubt 
that the old supremacy of Ulster 
linen never will be restored completely. 
Foreign firms have. driven the pro- 
ducts of Belfast: from numerous markets 
where once the Irish manufacturers 
held. a monopoly. Yet foreign com- 
petition does not explain everything. 
Captain Ireland attacked the policy of 
Ulster’s manufacturers in virtually the 
same terms in which the policy of the 
Lancashire cotton firms has been assailed 
so often. Nevertheless, the practice of 
the linen trade always has been more pro- 
gressive than that of Manchester. Experts 
reveal that much of Manchester's decline 
is due to the use of obsolete machinery, 
which involves an enormous wastage of 
time in the fulfilling of contracts. The 
Belfast spindles, in comparison, are 
modern and effective. So far as the actual 
production of fine linen is concerned, 
Ulster need not fear comparison with any 
foreign centre, Her linen still is recog- 
nised as the best in the world. It is 
rather in the proper distribution and 
advertisement of its: produce that the 
industry fails, If. Irish linen is 
to regain its former pride of place 
on the Continent of Europe and in 
America, it must be advertised. in a vastly 
more: energetic spirit. It is obvious that 
co-ordination of the different firms’ 
efforts may have valuable results. Here, 
indeed, we reach one of the fun “mental 
weaknesses of the industry. There are 
too many ‘competing firms in Belfast. So 
long as cotton was linen’s only serions 
rival theres was room for. all; but the 
advent of other and cheaper fabrics has 
lessened the demand for linen, and com- 
petition among the manufacturers has 
become furious. During the last few 
years almost every firm, in an effort to 
secure contracts against a rival, has been 
willing to cut its prices even below cost of 
production. It is notable that the prospect 
has improved since a large number of 
firms has been driven out of business. 
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of large estates. 
Holland will reap other benefits from the 
reclamation.

An African Problem. 


We have been warned that the output 
of American and European film stucios 
can do much mischief throughout India 
and the Far East. Now Sir Hesketh Bell 
calls our attention to a like peril. in 
tropical Africa. Writing in the Sunday 
Times, he says that film-scenes of violence 
and depravity are accepted by unsophis- 
ticated natives as faithful representations 
of the white man’s ordinary life. '“ Such 
films are weakening the whole platform of 
respect on which the ascendancy of the 
ruling race has rested.’’ There are thirty- 
six million natives in the British terri- 
tories, and large numbers are patrons of 
the picture-houses. All these houses— 
Kenya alone has eight of them—may show 
any picture that has been passed by the 
London Board of Censors; and: such 
pictures, as our readers know, . include 
scenes of night clubs and every variety of 
battle, murder and sudden death. All the 
territorial Governments. recognise this 
danger, but few of their devices to cope 
with it have given satisfactory results. In 
Kenya there are separate picture-houses 
for Africans: and for Europeans, and the 
Government of Tanganyika favours a 
strict system of local censorship. The 
Government .of Uganda prohibits. the 
exhibition, in every picture-house,. of. any 
film that is unsuitable for Africans ;' and 
this, in Sir Hesketh Bell’s view, is the 
only sound policy. He proposes. the 
establishment in London of a special board 
of film censors for all pictures which: may 
be offered for exhibition ‘in any part. of 
tropical Africa, and that the test for all 
such pictures shall be their suitability or 
unsuitability for African eyes and ears. 
We endorse this plan. It might deprive 
Europeans of a. sort of amusement 
which they could enjoy at home, but 
thoughtful Europeans ought to be willing 
to accept that restriction as a part of the 
white man’s burden.

The Zuider Zee. 


Last week the Dutch Government began 
a task which its predecessors had contem. 
plated for nearly two hundred years. 
When it ‘is completed the greater part of 
the Zuider Zee will have been reclaimed ; 
an area of some 840 square miles will 
have been added to Holland, and an 
inland lake of some 560 square miles will 
remain. The North Sea will be separated 
from the Zuider Zee by a dike which wil] 
have a length of nineteen miles and a 
height of twenty feet above the water 
level. The reclaimed area will be divided 
into four “ polders,’’ representing a gain 
of more than half a million acres of 
fertile land. Already the north-west 
' polder ” has been attacked, with the 
intent that it shall be. reclaimed before 
the end of the present year. The powerful 
pumping stations which have been erected 
at its northern and southern ends will 
reduce the level of the water by four. 
When the project 
was before Parliament the Government 
estimated that its completion would 
demand twenty years and an expenditure 
of twenty million pounds. Now the 
experts hold that a shorter period will 
suffice, but that expenditure will be on a 
higher scale as a result of the recently

DISCOVERED.

ANCIENT BURIAL PLACE NEAR 
DULEEK., 

Further discoveries have been made at 
Keenogue, Duleek, where prehistoric . urns 
and evidence of several ancient burials, 
believed by archmwologists to belong to a 
period at least 900 years before Christ, were 
recently found, 

On Friday, Mr. Loughran, who owns the 
land on which the “‘ finds '” were made, and 
has two men employed excavating there, 
came across a triangular-shaped cairn, the 
base of which is 20 teet long and the sides 
SO feet. He at once communicated with 
Dr. Mahr, Keeper of Irish Antiquities in 
the National Museum, who visited Keenogue, 
and éxpresséd the opinion that this latest 
cairn contained two burials. 

The cairn was apparently built around a 
vein of natural rock, and the large boulders 
forming the cairn are ornamented with 
strokes. suggesting some,ancient writing.

The Archbishops of Canterbury and 
York are considering the Russian state- 
ment criticising them and the Pope for 
their recent pronouncements on the perse- 
cution of Christians in Russia.

The Archbishop of York stated that he 
had not seen the full text of the Russian 
statement, and that he would take time 
to consider the matter. 


A SOVIET “ S.0.S.” 

Prebendary Gough, in an interview 
with a reporter, said: “'The whole point 
is this—if this interview is authentic and 
not an absolute invention, it indicates 
that the Soviet authorities have been 
thrown into great fear by the pronounce- 
ment of the Pope and. the Archbishops 
and by the movement of Chr stian pro- 
test. This statement is an ‘8.0.8.’ It 
is the first sign of religious piety that the 
Soviet has shown during its twelve years 
of power. ie :

ARCHBISHOP GREGG 
AND THE SOVIET. 


CHURCH OF IRELAND AND 
A DAY OF PRAYER.

The Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) 

reached in St. Patrick's Cathedral, 

ublin, yesterday afternoon on the subject 
of the Soviet Government’s persecution of 
ielivion. 

At the close of his sermon he mentioned 
that the Church of England proposed to 
make Sunday, March 16th, 'a day of 
special corporate prayer on behalf of our 
brethren in Russia,’’ and he expressed the 
hope that the Church of Ireland on that 
day would join with her sister Church. 

Dr. Gregg preached from the text: 
‘““ Remember these that are in bonds, as 
bound with them; and them which suffer 
adversity, as being yourselves also in the 
body ” (Heb. 13th chap. órd verse). 

One of the worst dangers besetting us 
all, whether as citizens or as Christians, 
he said, is narrowness of outlook. Nothing 
is easier than that we should all become 
so engrossed with our own affairs that we 
have neither time no rinterest for the 
welfare of others. Interference with what 
does not concern us is, indeed, a thing we 
do. well .to avoid, but callous indifference 
to the troubles of others is even more to 
be avoided; and the New Testament 
teathinz concerning the Body of Christ 
is. directed towards overcoming this 
tendency to self-enzrossment, and towards 
inculeating the duty of brotherly 
sympathy. 

Christ is the Head of the Body, and 
each individual of His people is a member 
of that Body, bound up with Him, and in 
Him, bound up, with every other mémber 
of the Body. And as St. Paul tells us: “‘Ti 
one member suffer, all the members sufier 
with it.” We may not be able to feel 
consciously all this community of suffering, 
but at least we are able to strive to 
recognise the duty which our great fellow- 
bhi in Christ imposes on us—viz., the 
duty of lifging up our eyes so that they 
may see need wherever if. exists, and so 
that we may help our brothers, as and 
when possible. And it is in this con- 
nection that Christian people possess a 
peculiar resource in intercession. Prayer 
on behalf of others—which is what inter- 
cession means—was one of the character- 
istic features of the life of the early 
Christian Church. And intercession forms 
a very important part of our own forms of 
prayer to-dzy, as we see in the Litany in 
the Prayer for All Sorts and Conditions 
of Men, in the prayer for the Church 
Militant. Intercession, of course, does not 
mean that people confine the help they 
render to one another to words of prayer. 


WHAT PRAYER MEANS. 

Prayer, without determined effort to 
help towards the answer of those prayers, 
is presumption, or unreality, or both. 
But prayer means essentially the concen- 
tration of our spiritual energies upon a 
purpose with which we are concerned. 
Such spiritual energy gives strength and 
direction to our outward efforts to bring 
about a fulfilment of our wishes. But 
intercession possesses this further advan- 
tage. Very often it happens that there 
is nothing that we can do. Either we 
have no power to intervene or we do not 
know what ought to be done. And yet we 
want to help—we do not want simply to 
do nothing; and so we are encouraged ‘to 
cast ourselves upon God. By praying that 
God will do, what He knows is best we 


will of God, and help creatively towards 
the doing of God’s will. 


POSITION IN RUSSIA. 

I have said this about the duty and 
the power of intercession because we are 
at this moment confronted with a public 
situation which (so it seems to me) needs to 
be met, and can only be met, hí this way. 
The position in Russia to-day is such 
that intervention from outside is well-nigh 
impossible, and yet Christian people ought 
not to neglect it as if it either were no 
concern of theirs, or were for all practical 
purposes outside their reach. There are 
in Russia to-day, in a position of grave 
misfortune, tens of thousands—rather 
millions—of members of the one universal 
Church, of which we, too, are members, 
and it is for us to render them in their 
plight what help we can. 

The position there is very obscure. Jt 
is difhenlt to get reliable news, and it is 
this difficulty which has led those outside 
Russia to avoid speech as long as possible, 
for fear of making statements which can- 
not be substantiated. But news in Russia 
(so The Times of February 13th tells us) 
is virtually a Government nionopoly. The 
censorship has an unqualified right of 
absolute suppression. It is this arbitrary 
control of news that has made it im- 
possible for any responsible English 
newspaper to appoint a permanent corre- 
spondent to Moscow, 

And this being so, we are thrown back 
on what reaches us indirectly, and the 
information received is of such consistency 
and weight that not only has the Pope felt 
justified in basing upon it a very strong 
appeal to the Christian conscience, but in 
ingland during the week the matter has 
been before Parliament, and, in addition, 
the Convocations of Canterbury and York 


| have passed identical resolutions in the 


following terms :— 

“ That this House records its indignant 
protest against the persecution of all who 
profess any form of religion in Russia; 
offers its most deep and_heartfolt 
sympathy to those who are suffering 
through this persecution; calls upon all 
members of the Church to unite in prayer 
to God on their behalf: and expresses its 
conviction that if the Soviet Government 
desires satisfactory relations with this 
country to be maintained it must observe 
the principles of a just and humane 
civilisation.’’ 


A VIOLENT PERSECUTION. 

It may be difficult to know exactly what 
is going on, but sufficient information is 
to hand to justify us in speaking of the 
existence of a violent religious persecution 
in Russia, directed not only. againat 
Christians. but against believers in God of 
every kind, Not only is there a vigorous 
efficial campaign, of blasphemy directed, 
both in speech and overt act, against the 
beliefs and rites that Christians hold 
sacred; not only is there an organised 
effort to poison the springs of public 
morality by corrupting and debauching 
the childhood of the nation: not only have 
bishops and priests been slain or exiled 
by hundreds and by thousands, but the 
alteration of the Constitution of the 
R\S.F.S.R. in 1929,. make the corporate 
life of the Christian Church almost m- 
possible in respect, whether of the holding 
of classes for teaching. or of the rendering 
of material aid to Church members. All 
veligious ceremonies on any public or 
private premises, except licensed churches, 
are forbidden. 

And yet; though sufficient is known to 
justify us in speaking thus of a religious 
persecution, it is quite impossible . to 
relieve the situation. Russia is a Sove- 
reign State; we éasnot interfere in its 
damestic affairs, And yet more, ill- 
judged attacks upon the Russian Govern. 
ment may only have the effect of making 
things still worse for those who. have to 
live under it. 

At the same time, it is reasonable to 
hope that, now we have a diplomatic 
representative of Great Britain living in 
Rossia, it may be ible to do some- 
thing by making the Russian Government 
aware of the rising storm of indignation 
which is manifesting itself within other 
nations. Russia 
resent to public opinion. 
will continue we cannot tell.

POSTMAN. 


INTENSIVE SEARCH. 
FOR BODY,

HE activities of the Civic Guards in 
' regard to the mystery of the dis- 
appearance of Laurence Griffin, the Strad- 
bally postman, on Christmas night, have 
taken a new turn. To-day twenty Civic 
Guards, equipped with heavy picks and 
shovels, began digging up the foreshore 
of Stradbally Cove, a beautiful spot of 
about. a quarter of a mile from Stradbally 
village. It is thought that the body may 
have been buried in the soft sand. To dig 
this inlet completely, as they intend to 
do, will be a gigantic task, as the shore 
is about a quarter of a mile wide. The 
diseing operations are hampered, as work 
can be carried out only between the tides. 
It is proposed to dig to a depth of four 
feet—the high to the low water mark—and 
several days will be ete > ashe this way. 
Meanwhile the grappling apparatus is 
being worked at the mine shaft at Ballina- 
sisla without success. A new. grappling 
apparatus has been substituted for the old. 
It is heavier and. more easily worked. 


, SIGHTSEERS. 

The intense local interest taken in the 
mystery - was evident to-day, when 
hundreds of people from all districts 
came to the mine shaft. <A long line of 
motor cars stretched away down to the 
valley, and hundreds of ‘bicycles were 
parked on the hill. 

Farmers and labourers organised a 
search for Griffin's body in Glen Bog, and 
to assist their work the dry grass of the 
bog “was set alight. For some time the 
huge expanse of bog land was ablaze, and 
when the flames died awav a systematic 
search was made of each hole. Nothing 
resulted, and the search will be continued 
to-morrow. This swamp already has been 
gone through by the Civic Guards. 
Throughout the day men and boys waded 
barefooted in the icy water, balancing 
themselves dangerously on improvised 
duckboards. Every five or ten minutes 
the searchers had to pause and.slap their 
feet. violently to assist blood circulation. 
Every searcher carried a long wattle, to 
the end of which was attached an iron 


hook. 
THE BICYCLE. 

It was on the road adjoining this bog 
that Griffin's bicycle was found on Boxing 
Day. . Detectives have taken another door 
from the car of one of the accused persons, 
and this, it is understood, will be sub- 
mitted to a pathologist for examination. 

Guards in the surrounding districts are 
daily searching the woods: and fields, and 
already a wide tract of land has been 
inspected. The diver is expected to arrive 
to-morrow. At least two. days’ trial will 
be given to the new grapple at the mine 
before the diver will make the descent. 

The Civic Guards undoubtedly are feel- 
ing the strain of the investigations, which 
have not been allowed to flag during the 
past three weeks. While half the Civic 
Guards here are engaged at the mine or 
elsewhere, their colleagues have to perform 
the usual duties, now greatly increased. 

Dragging operations will be resumed at 
Stradbally Cove to-morrow.

DECISION OF THE SUPREME

impossible to do violence to the human 
spirit indefinitely. The witness of the 
conscience may be rejected for a while, 
but it cannot, and will not, be outraged 
for all time. And, therefore, though we 
can do nothing, our very words may. help. 
For, as a wise man has said, “ Weakness 
invites. oppression ; but silence feasts it.” 
So then, the mere expression of indignant 
protest may not be without its salutary 
effects in the long run. For, remember 
this, Russia does not believe in living to 
itself. The aim of the doctrinaire Com- 
munists of Russia is to secure the ulti- 
mate triumph of the Marxian principles 
by converting other nations to. their 
creed ; and, with that object, they seek to 
win adherents to their views among the 
discontented elements in every nation 
they can reach. What is happening 
within Russia to-day is what the Soviet 
Government would wish to see happening 
all the world over. And if we are in- 
different to the hideous ravages of 
Atheism in Russia to-day, we need not be 
surprised if we find a movement in the 
same direction in our own country 
to-morrow, 


BEYOND HUMAN POWER. 


I would ask you all, then, to make it 
part of your religious duty to pray daily 
to Almighty God that He will raise up 
His mighty power in Russia and will 
succour His people there. We know not 
what to pray for, because the situation is 
too obscure and too cemplex for anv 
individual among us to frame a mental 
programme of what might with advantage 
be done. All we can do is to throw 
ourselves upon God and to commit to His 
wisdom and righteousness a state of 
affairs utterly beyond human power to 
cope with. 

n concluding, the Archbishop said :— 
““T see that the Church of England is 
intending to make March 16—the second 
Sunday in Lent—a day of spacial corpo- 
rate prayer on behalf of our brethren in 
Russia. I trust that we in. the Church 
of Ireland wil] join on that day with our 
sister Church.

LORD HALIFAX’S 
BOOK. 
AUTHOR OF FORMULA 
UNREVEALED.

One secret is still preserved in the eagerly- 
awaited publication to-day of '' The 
Conversations at Malincs,” the book 
containing the original documents, 
edited by: Lord Halifax, giving an 
account of the four historic meetings 
during 1921-25 in which representa- 
tives of the Anglican and Roman 
Churches sought a basis 9f reunion. 
identity of the author of the one 
memorandum, momentous above all 
others in the took (published by 
Philip Allan and ‘Co., 3/6 net), 
because of the offer or gesture which 
it implies on the part of Rome to 
England, is unrevealed. 

This document, read by the late Cardinal 
Mercier in the last of the four con- 
versations over which he: presided at 
his’ house at Malines, proposéd 
“Union, not absorption,’’ as the 
formula of reconciliation. . 

While preserving its autonomy. and_tradi- 
tions, the Anglican Church must 
“establish between herself and the’ 
Roman Church the tie of dependence 
and submission to the successor of 
Peter.’’ 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, receiving 
the .Pallium of the Pope, “would: be 
re-established as Patriarch of fhe 
Anslican Church. one of the prospects 
held out being freedom to allow an 
uncelibate clergy as in the Eastern 
Churches united to Rome.

The Anglican representatives replied 
that they could not imagine any. reunion 
of Christendom except on a recegnition 
of the primacy of the Bishop of Rome, 
but, while they thought that. both Eastern 
Orthodox and Anglican Churches would 
be prepared to recognise such primacy. 
they did not think those Churches would 
be ready closely to define it. 

This appears to be the farthest point 
reached by .the conversations, on which 
there is a concluding memorandum by the 
Roman Catholic representatives indicating 
a tendency permitting the pressage of a 
more extended agreement in the future. 

Engaged in the conversations from the 
outset were Cardinal Mercier and his 
successor, Monsignor van Roey, with the 
Abbé Portal, on the one side; and Lord 
Halifax, the Dean of Wells (Dr. Armitaze 
Robinson) and Dr. Frere (now Bishop of 
‘Trnro) on the other. 

In the third and fourth conversations 
the Anglican representatives were, at the 
base of Archbishop Davidson, joined 
by Bishop Gore and Dr. Kidd, Warden of 
Keble College of Oxford; while Mon- 
signor Batiifol and Abbé Hemmer, from 
Paris, were added to the Catholic group. 


AGREED DOCUMENTS. 

Lord Halifax, who was the instigator of 
the conversations,” points out im the 
preface to his book that, the “ documents 
were agreed upon at the time by thase 
present as giving an accurate account of 
what passed at those conversations, and 
are now published without any altera- 
tion or addition.”’

A VISIBLE HEAD. 

Cardinal Mercier early brought - dis- 
cussion on to the question of the supremacy 
of the Pope. ‘‘ For ns, without a head, 
unity is impossible,” he said. 

“ What, then, would be the factor of 
the unity?’ he asked, and answered ile 
question in homely similes. ‘' The; one 
which in the family is called the father; 
in the society, the sovereign. 

“Do you imagine that in Victoria 
Station there might be two station- 
masters? Not a few disasters would be 
recorded in the railway if there were.” 

Lord Halifax replied that, to insist too 
much on the necessity of a Visible head, 
would appear like the conduct of the 
people ot Israel when they asked for a 
king. He added that he desired with all 
his soul to see the Anglican Church ‘re- 
turn to the bosom of the Roman Church; 
but that, from the historic point of view, 
it was impossible.to deny that: the action 
of the. Popes had not always been of a 
nature to safeguard unity. 

The conversations had advanced into 
1923 when the Dean of Wells said that he 
could not admit the ‘“ universal jurisdic- 
tion ” claimed for the Pope, but he would 
recognise a spiritual leadership, a genera! 
superintendence and care for the well- 
being of the Chureh as a whole. 

Bishop Gore said that he bad difficulty 
in accepting the term, ‘' general. super- 
mtendence,’’ and preferred “' spiritual re- 
sponsibility.’’ 

By May, 1925, the conversations had 
reached the position that the following 
could be recorded : 
say that the union of the Anglicans 
and the Roman Catholics would: be 
advantageons to each other. The 
Anglicans would benefit from the power of 
unity that the Roman Primacy: would 
bring them. On the other hand, we; 
Catholics, should ‘benefit. by their ex- 
perjiences and thei special genius, as also 
by enormous influence for the diffusion: of 
faith in the world.” |

BECAME HYSTERICAL. 

Then shortly after “the march began-— 
indeed, before two.days. had passed—he 
found that his right fost was frest-oitten. 
At the end of the second ‘day he léecame 
liystetical and had to be soothed by hie 
companions with watm drink and massage. 
The, attack passed off in a quarter of an 
hour, and he then apologised and asked 
them. to forget the incident. After thie

knapsack each time they rested. 


REFUSED TO GO ON. 

On the twelfth day of the march: he 
threw himself on the ground, saying: “I 
cannot walk any more. I will stay -here. 
You go on." ' 

In spite of all his companions’ entreaties, 
nothing’ could persuade him to make 
another effort, and, taking off his boot, 
he showed them how all the toes of his 
right foot were frostbitten. He begged 
them to explain to his countrymen why 
lie had not gone on, and once more 
implored them to kill him. On. their 
refusal he insisted on their taking all 
the food with them, saying it would only 
prolong his sufferings if he sustained him- 
self by eating. 

He gave his compass: to Commander 
Zappi to give to his mother, and wanted 
him also to take his ring, but his fingers 
were so swollen it would not come off. 


ASKED THEM TO DIG A TRENCH,

STATEMENTS ACCEPTED.

A week from to-day (says The Times) the 
advance guard of a party of mountain 
climbers of interigtional fame will set out 
from Venice on the fixat stage of an attempt 
to scale Kanchenjunga- the second highest 
mountain in the world. The task before 
them will call for every atom of strength and 
endurance and mountaim-crait, and every 
pound of energy that they possess. 
If the men chosen for the tinal effort get 
to the summit, 28,150 feet, above sea level, 
they will still be a trifle below the greatest 
height ever trodden by the foot of ms». 

Wen Matlorv and Irvine were last seen 
by their fellow-climber, Mr. Odell, as two 
tiny -bicek spots silhouetted aguinst ihe snew 
far above him at something under 900 ieet 
from” .veir ' journeys end, . they had 
reached a point about 80 feet higher than 
the topmost peak of Kanchenjunga. 

Only on Everest itself can their known re- 
cord he surpassed, But the conquest oi 
Kanchenjunga must needs be an undertaking 
of pecafiar difficulty, Only twice before, by 
a Swiss’ expedition in 1905; and. by a party 
of Bavarians last year, bas the ascent been 
attenipted, each time without success.

ISTHES, Sunday. 

The French airmen Costes and Codos, who 
have been engaged in an attempt to beat 
the world’s ‘‘record” for distance, 
endurance and speed With a load of one 
thousand kilogrammes landed at 10.8 this 
morning, having been in the air: for 
eighteen hours, one minute, twenty seconds, 
and having covered a total distance of 35,275 
kilometres. 

By breaking the world’s “record” for 
distance and duration with a ove thousand 
kilogrammes load over a closed circuit-—a 
““ record ” previously held by the Germans— 
Costes and Codos have placed France ou an 
equality with Germany as the holders of the 
largest number of world’s flying ' records. 
Until to-day Germany held twenty-nine and 
France twenty-five; now they hold twenty- 
seven each, 

Piloting his famous ‘plane ‘* Question 
Mark,’’ Costes took off from Istres yester- 
day at seven minutes twenty-one seconds 
past four in the afternoon carrying 2,630 
litres of petrol. The weather was favourable 
at the start, but during the night Costes 
was severely handicapped by a gale of wind 
and squalls of rain. Had it not been for 
this he would certainly have won the third 
*‘vecord ” he set out to secure, that of speed 
oyer two thousand kilometres. 

Costes and Codos have an average speed 
of 204 kilometres, 220 metres, whereas the 
**record’’ held by the German, Steindorff, 
is 205 kilometres, 407 metres. .

Rabbi Glazer, on his arrival in Paris 
on his return journey to the United States, 
said that he had in his possession a number 
of authentic documents referring to 
religious persecution in Russia. The

were handed to Rabbi Glazer by the secret 
Rabbinical conference... 

MANY RAIDS.

CHAIRMAN’S WELCOME. 

Mr. Archibeld scott. President of the 
Reform Club, in welcoming Mr. Baldwin, said 
that they were intensely interested in Mr. 
Baldwin's Coliseum speech, and had noted 
with great pleasure his reference to the sug- 
gestion of a tariff truce. So far as a tariff 
truce was concerned, they did not look upon 
it as an olive branch, but as a miserable 
white flag of surrender. Im short, 1t. meant 
stabilising the prcseut depressed state of in- 
dustry and consequent unemployment, and 
was a base desertion of the labourer standing 
idle all day in the market place, Naturally, 
they were interested in the statement that 
Mr. Baldwin's Government, if returned to 
power, would be responsible themselves in 
regard to a decision on safeguarding. 

He might say that the White Paper of the 
late Conservative Government was unsatis- 
factory. They did not, of course, reflect upon 
their guest that day, because he had unfurled 
the banner of tariff reform in 1923. That 
had been rejected by the people, and naturally 
a compromise had to be arranged on the 
fiscal question, and that had resulted in the 
unsatisfactory White Paper. Out of forty- 
four applications made up to November, 1927, 
only six were granted, and on the morrow 
of Mr. Baldwin's certain victory the linen 
trade would be on his doorstep in Downing 
street. (Laughter.) 

The Conservative Party were the only 
party. that could carry out a programme of 
protection of industry. The Liberal Party 
was an unsatisfactory medium, and the 
Socialist Party was equally so. . He doubted 
if any man had done more harm to industry 
than Mr. Snowden, his policy resulting in 
the spread of depression and unemployment.

He said 
that he was honoured at having been elected 
Lord Mayor for a few moments. and he 
wished to thank Sir William Coates for 
having given him the privilege of seeing the 
hall, and meeting the nen Who were respon- 
sible for the running of such a magnificent 
city as Belíast. Great praise was due to 
those who had the prevision to secure such 
a fine site and erect such a beautiful build- 
ing. He was grateful for the opportunity of 
seeing the memorial window to the d6th 
(Ulster) ¢ Division. The window com- 
memorated the undying fame gamed by the 
men of Ulster, and he was glad of the 
opportunity to read aloud e inspiring 
messages trom His Majesty the King just 
before the Ulster Division left for the front 
and when they returned at the end of the 
war.

HOW RUSSIAN CLERGY ARE 
MISREPRESENTED. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
RIGA, Sunday, 

Archbishop Pommers, the head of the 
Orthodox Church in Latvia, and probably 
the greatest authority outside Russi on 
church development within Soviet terri- 
tory, stated to-day that the interview pub. 
lished: in the Soviet Press to-day purport- 
ing to reflect the views of high dignitaries 
of the Russian Orthodox Church can 
hardly be genuine. 

‘‘During the Patriarchate of Archbishop 
Tikhon,” said Archbishop Pommers, ‘‘ the 
Belsheviks frequently ascribed to him ex- 
pressions of opinion and forged false in- 
structions to the clergy. They even con- 
cocted a story that the Archbishop had 
authorised bishops to marry, of which 
Tikhon. of course, had no knowledge.”’ 

“They do not usually consult the clergy 
about church matter.” added the 
Archbishop. ‘‘ They have just blown 
up the Simon Monastery in Moscow. 
They have burned thousands of 
ikons, closed hundreds of churches and 
defiled numerous holy shrines, and they 
have not allowed the publication of a 
single word, a single protest, against 
these sacrileges. 

CLERGY HELP!.ESS. 

“They now attribute to the Hierarchy 
the views which they require to counter- 
act abroad the effects of their crimes 
against believers in Russia, but. what 
they publish cannot, in the prevailing 
conditions, either in substance or form, 
represent the real views of the Orthodox 
clergy. The tragedy of the situation is 
heightened by the imnossibility of these 
cl gy, under the present régime, being 
able to refute whatever is attributed to 
them.”’ 

Archbishop Pommers has spent much of 
his life in the Orthodox ministry in 
Russia, including several years under the 
Soviet régime. 


WILL FRANCE BREAK 
WITH SOVIETS? 


“HOSTILE ATMOSPHERE” 
IN PARLIAMENT.

| PARIS, Sunday. 

Le Matin believes that the Cabinet will 
consider to-morrow the attitude which it will 
adopt in regard to interpellations in Parlia- 
mient requesting that ‘‘an end shall be put 
to the actions of the agents of Moscow in 
France." 

“The events in Indo-China, following upon 
the kidnapping of General Koutepoff, have,” 
the newspaper states, ' created in Parliament 
an atmosphere very hostile to the Soviet. 
There is some reason to think that, without 
taking the initiative in such a measure, the 
Government would not be opposed to a 
rupture with the Soviets if Parliament ex- 
pressed a particular desire for it.” 


VATICAN ORGAN ON RYKOFF. 
From REvTER's COXRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Sunday. 
The official contradiction by “Rykoff of re- 
ligious persecution in Russia is flatly dis- 
credited in last night’s Osservatore Romano, 
the official organ of the Vatican. “We 
have read facts, documents, statistics which 
refute him, and consequently we do not, for 
example, consider conclusive even thet other 
consideration which he appears to think of 
supreme importance.”’ 

This consideration is Rykoff’s argument 
that the abolition in Russia of laws of 
blasphemy, heresy and atheism, whieh» stil! 
exist in England, is proof of freedom of 
conscience. “ This,”’ says the Roman journal, 
“is like saying that respect for religion is 
so great that there is full liberty for those 
who blaspheme it.” 


GERMAN PRELATE’S PROTEST.

The Archbishop of Cologne, Cardinal 
Schulte, has ordered prayers for the perse- 
cuted Russian Church to he offered in all 
chutches of the diocese..
